FOREWORD. 


A new  Health  Centre  at  Tillicoultry  was  opened  on  15th  December, 
1970,  by  Dr.  J.H.F.  Brotherston,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department.  This  is  the  second  purpose-built 
Centre  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  others,  some 
already  planned  and  approved,  will  soon  follow. 

Attachment  of  Nursing  Staff  to  General  Practices  commenced  early 
in  the  year  and  considerable  space  is  given  in  the  Report  to  a review 
of  the  Scheme  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer. 

Several  long-serving  Members  of  Staff  retired  in  1970;  Miss 
Guthrie,  Tuberculosis  Nurse,  after  17  years  service;  Mrs.  Fyfe, 
District  Nurse  in  the  County  from  1940;  Miss  Forsyth,  after  44  years 
with  the  Health  Department,  20  of  these  as  Chief  Clerk. 

Both  Assistant  Medical  Officers  also  retired  during  the  year. 

The  late  Dr.  Baxter  served  the  County,  mainly  in  the  School  Health 
Service,  from  1955  ♦ He  had  not  enjoyed  good  health  in  recent  years 

and,  unfortunately,  was  not  spared  to  have  a long  retirement. 

Dr.  Warren  acted  as  Depute  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  was  in 
charge  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  for  over  20  years. 

A friendly  adviser  to  a generation  of  mothers  and  children,  many 
babies  of  the  early  years  latterly  attended  her  Clinics  as  mothers 
themselves. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  Staff,  Officials  of 
other  Departments  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance.

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Births  Sixty-eight  babies  were  born  in  the  County  and  a further 
756  were  registered  as  born  outside  the  Area  to  mothers  resident  in 
the  County,  making  a total  of  824,  of  which  416  were  boys  and  408  girls. 

The  resultant  crude  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was 
18.3  as  compared  with  18.2  for  1969* 

Premature  Births  Forty-six  babies  were  bom  prematurely  during 
the  year.  Six  of  these  babies  died.  In  addition,  there  were  12 
premature  stillbirths. 

Stillbirths  One  premature  stillbirth  occurred  in  the  County, 

Sixteen  mothers  resident  in  the  County  suffered  stillbirths  outwith  the 
County. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  was  one  maternal  death  occurring  one 
month  after  childbirth.  Cause  of  death  was  Spontaneous  Intro-cerebral 
Haematoma. 

Infant  Mortality  Eleven  babies  (8  boys  and  3 girls)  died  in  the 
first  year  of  life.  Of  these,  eight  (5  males  and  3 females)  died  under 
four  weeks  of  age. 

Of  the  eleven  deaths,  five  occurred  in  the  first  24  hours  of  life, 
four  being  premature  - one  of  these  also  having  multiple  congenital 
abnormalities  - and  one  intra-natal  anoxia.  A further  two  occurred 
within  the  first  week  of  life,  one  of  these  being  a congenital  abnormality, 
and  one  associated  with  prematurity.  Of  the  four  deaths  occurring  between 
one  week  and  one  year  of  age,  the  causes  of  death  were  asphyxiation  (household 
fire);  prematurity;  broncho-pneumonia  and  interstitial  pneumonia  (viral).

As  in  all  recent  years,  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation 
continued  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  death  and  were  responsible  for  38*46 
per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  and  42.64  per  cent  of  deaths  between  the 
ages  of  45  and  65  years. 

Cancer  remains  the  second  most  important  cause  of  death  in  both 
groups , 

Cerebral  Vascular  Disease  was  the  third  most  important  cause  of 
death  with  Respiratory  Disease  close  behind. 

The  relative  importance  of  the  various  causes  of  death  is  shown 
below  as  a percentage  of  the  total  deaths  and  the  same  is  shown  for 
deaths  in  the  age  group  45  to  65  years.

Ischaemic  or  ’Coronary’  Heart  Disease  accounted  again  for  one-quarter 
of  all  deaths  and  27*95  of  the  deaths  between  45  and  65  years. 

Of  the  136  deaths,  at  all  ages,  due  to  this  cause,  78  were  males  and 

58  females;  whereas,  of  the  38  deaths  between  the  ages  of  45  and  65  years, 
due  to  this  cause,  31  were  males  and  7 females.  In  middle  age,  many  more 
males  than  females  are  the  victims  of  Coronary  disease. 

While  results  of  Drug  Trials  are  still  awaited,  it  does  seem  likely 

that,  for  the  present  population  at  risk,  drugs  to  lower  the  cholesterol 
level  in  the  blood  might  well  prevent  the  onset  of  Coronary  Thrombosis 
in  many  cases.  This  would  mean  screening  of  apparently  normal  people 
to  find  those  with  high  cholesterol  levels  and  then  offering  treatment. 

A difficult  task,  no  doubt,  but  perhaps  easier  than  trying  to  alter  the 
food  industry  and  the  dietary  habits  and  way  of  life  of  the  whole  population. 
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Of  the  93  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  16  (15  males  and  1 female)  were  due  to 
Cancer  of  the  Lung.

2.  Links  with  General  Medical  Services 
(a)  Attachment  Schemes 


The  attachment  of  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  Staff  to  General 
Practitioners  is  now  well  established  in  the  County.  The  seven  Group 
Practices  of  twenty- two  Doctors  each  have  a team  of  Health  Visitor, 

Midwife  and  District  Nurse,  who  carry  out  their  duties  in  relation  to 
the  lists  of  patients  of  the  individual  Group  Practices,  Many  minor 
problems  arose  during  the  transitional  period,  but  these,  for  the  most 
part,  appear  to  be  resolved.  Formerly,  when  the  Nurse  carried  out  her 
duties  on  a defined  district,  the  public  were  very  quick  to  inform  her  of 
persons  in  ’need’.  Now  more  discussion  and  time  is  required  by  the  Nursing 
Staff  for  exchange  of  this  information. 

Both  Doctors  and  Nurses  agree  that  there  is  not  enough  time  for  case 
discussion,  and  this  is  further  hampered  by  lack  of  a suitable  room 
in  some  of  the  surgeries.  Nevertheless,  good  relationships  exist 
between  Doctors  and  Nurses,  and  have  been  maintained  through  informal 
case  conferences  and  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  shortage  of  manpower  and  the  need  for  economy, 
the  aim  must  be  to  have  closer  liaison  between  all  members  of  Staff,  both 
in  Hospital  and  in  the  Community,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort 
and  to  ensure  effective  co-operation  in  the  interest  of  patients  and  their 
families. 

Attachment  has  led  to  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  cared  for,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  level  of  service 
given  in  the  Practices  has  been  extended.  There  are,  of  course,  some 
variations  between  the  individual  Practices  on  how  the  Nurses  are 
used.  Some  use  the  District  Nurse  to  supervise  patients  suffering 
from  minor  episodes  of  illness,  while  others  prefer  to  follow-up  these 
cases  for  themselves,  or  assign  this  procedure  to  the  Health  Visitor, 

On  comparing  two  Practices  of  a similar  size,  the  number  of 
elderly  patients,  who  require  basic  nursing  care,  doubled  the  number 
found  in  its  counterpart  Practice.  A similar  comparison  was  evident 
in  the  Midwifery  Service,  in  that  there  was  a higher  proportion  of 
earlier  Hospital  discharges,  with  a consequent  increase  in  puerperium 
visits.  Part  of  the  reason  for  the  latter  may  consist  in  the  main  of 
the  socially  disadvantaged  in  the  Community,  who  do  not  take  advantage 
of  the  Hospital  Services  offered,  in  part  to  the  lack  of  communication 
between  the  various  disciplines  in  relation  to  patients  who  have  been 
discharged.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  there  are  varying  demands 
made  on  the  ratio  of  Staff  per  Practice,  with  some  Nursing  Teams  more 
extended  than  others. 
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The  trend  in  Health  Visiting  shows  a slight  decrease  in  visits  to 
all  groups  under  five  years,  while  there  is  a general  increase  in  visits 
to  the  elderly  and  to  patients  discharged  from  Hospital.  Many  families 
still  continue  to  seek  out  the  Health  Visitor  through  direct  contact 
with  her  at  the  Health  Department. 

Four  Practices  have  their  own  Child  Welfare  Clinics  with  the 
Health  Visitor  in  attendance.  It  is  generally  felt  that  the  best  level 
of  service  is  given  to  families  where  the  Doctors,  Health  Visitors  and 
District  Nurses  can  meet  daily  for  mutual  consultations. 

Staffing  The  Nursing  Establishment  was  increased  to  thirty- two 
(full-time  equivalent)  partly  because  the  Service  was  undermanned,  and 
partly  due  to  the  increase  and  scope  of  work  anticipated  through  the 
Attachment  Scheme.  State  Enrolled  Nurses  are  now  employed,  and  they 
have  made  a valuable  contribution  to  the  team  work. 

The  County  is  now  responsible  for  recruiting  and  training  District 
Nurses  and  Staff,  in- training,  are  released  one  or  two  days  per  week  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  theoretical  classes.  It  is  hoped  to  second 
suitable  District  Nurses  from  our  own  Staff  for  Health  Visitor  training 
as  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  qualified  Health 
Visitors,  there  being  a national  shortage  of  recruits. 

Within  a changing  Comimnity  and  its  consequent  changing  values,  the 
County  makes  every  effort  to  allow  Staff  to  attend  Refresher  Courses 
and  to  keep  abreast  with  current  trends.  Nine  Health  Visitors  attended 
Courses  on  subjects  of  Health  Education,  Family  Planning  and  on  Group 
Discussion  Techniques, 

Three  Midwives  attended  the  statutory  Midwifery  Refresher  Course. 

One  District  Nurse  attended  a Course  on  ’’Working  within  a Group 
Practice".  Informal  group  discussions  are  held  from  time  to  time  and 
occasionally  there  is  a Guest  Speaker.  The  Nursing  Staff  are  encouraged 
to  read  the  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  Journals  which  provide  up-to-date 
information  on  all  matters  relating  to  their  work. 

(b)  Health  Centres 

On  15th  December,  1970,  Dr.  Brothers ton,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department,  officially  opened  Tillicoultry 
Health  Centre,  just  four  years  after  the  opening  of  a similar  building  in 
Tullibody  in  1966,  Both  buildings  were  planned  and  built  by  the  County 
Council  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  provide 
an  excellent  environment  for  patients,  General  Practitioners  and  Nurses. 
Commissioning  of  the  Centre  went  very  smoothly  and  any  difficulties 
encountered  were  of  a very  minor  nature.  Plans  for  a similar  Centre 
in  Alva  have  been  approved  and  construction  is  expected  to  commence  in 
1972. 


Plans  have  also  been  approved  for  a much  bigger  Centre  in  Alloa,  to 
accommodate  three  Group  Practices,  and  it  is  hoped  that  building  will  start 
early  in  1972. 

General  Practitioners  in  Clackmannan  and  Dollar  have  agreed,  in 
principle,  to  Health  Centres  for  these  places  and  both  have  been  accepted 
onto  the  Secretary  of  State’s  List  for  provision  at  some  future  date. 
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3.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Child  Welfare 


Six  Child  Welfare  Clinics  were  held  throughout  the  year.  Two 
Clinics,  Clackmannan  and  Menstrie,  were  discontinued  about  the  end  of 
February,  (The  General  Practitioners  in  these  Areas  wished  to  run  their 
own  Child  Welfare  Clinics). 


As  the  result  of  the  loss  of  two  Clinics,  naturally  the  numbers 
attending  the  Clinics  showed  a fall.  For  details  see  Appendix  No.  3. 

There  has  been,  however,  a continued  demand  by  mothers  for  Local 
Authority  Clinics  and,  as  a result  of  this,  plans  were  made  to  increase 
the  number  of  Clinics  held  in  some  places. 

All  immunisations  were  carried  out  there  in  addition  to  full 
developmental  assessment  of  the  child  at  specified  intervals  throughout 
the  pre-school  years.

Under  the  Combined  Care  Scheme  between  Hospital  Obstetricians 
and  General  Practitioners  more  of  the  ante-natal  work  is  done  in  General 
Practitioners’  premises,  resulting  in  fewer  attendances  at  Hospital 
Clinics,  Nearly  all  post-natal  examinations  are  carried  out  by  General 
Practitioners.

Mothercraft  Meetings  continue  to  be  held.  Seventy-four  expectant 
mothers  made  350  attendances  at  these  sessions  in  small  groups. 

Midwifery 

The  total  number  of  births  this  year  was  828,  68  of  those  were  born 
at  home.  In  addition,  108  mothers  were  discharged  from  Hospital  shortly 
after  delivery  and  a further  400  mothers  were  discharged  from  Hospital 
between  the  3rd  and  7th  day  of  the  lying-in  period.  Puerperium  visits 
to  both  groups  totalled  3,678  visits. 

Pre-natal  Clinics,  with  the  exception  of  one  Practice,  are  now  held 
at  the  General  Practitioners'  Surgeries.  Care  of  the  mother  is, 
therefore,  shared  between  Hospital,  Doctors  and  Midwife. 

With  the  trend  towards  100$  Hospital  delivery,  it  is  felt  in  some 
quarters  that  the  District  Midwife  may  be  in  danger  of  losing  her  skills 
through  insufficient  practice.  The  care  and  after-care  of  the  mother  is 
of  paramount  importance  towards  the  health  of  both  mother  and  child.  The 
Midwives  cared  for  524  mothers  in  their  pre-natal  period  and  576  mothers 
during  the  puerperium.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  her  work  in  this 
sphere  is  more  comprehensive  than  formerly.  The  Midwives  follow-up 
expectant  mothers  who  default  attendance  at  the  Surgery.  Some  Mothers, 
however,  are  still  presenting  themselves  too  late  in  pregnancy  to  receive 
adequate  pre-natal  care.  The  Midwife  has  a part  to  play  in  Health 
Education  of  the  mother  in  matters  of  diet,  overweight,  preparation  for 
delivery  and  on  Family  Planning  advice.

Unmarried  Mothers 


The  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  8.6  per  100  live  births,  showed  a 
slight  increase  from  that  of  the  previous  year  (7.7) • The  Rate  for 
Scotland  is  7.7  per  100  live  births.  There  is  no  Mother  and  Baby  Home 
in  the  County,  but  the  Local  Authority  give  financial  help  to  any  girl 
who  is  admitted  to  a Recognised  Home  during  her  pregnancy  and  in  the 
immediate  post-natal  period. 

There  were  two  such  admissions  during  the  year  before  the  Social 
Work  Department  took  over. 

Health  Visiting 

With  Attachment  to  General  Practice,  the  Health  Visitor  is  now  less 
professionally  isolated.  Her  role  in  the  prevention  of  illness  and  the 
contribution  she  makes  at  a very  early  stage  in  the  containment  of  disease 
is  of  vital  importance.  The  care  of  the  elderly  has  been  largely  extended 
and  those  who  are  "at  risk"  have  now  been  added  to  her  case  load  in  order 
to  receive  regular  visiting.  Through  mutual  consultation  with  the  Doctor, 
there  can  now  be  an  exchange  of  information  on  the  pregress  of  individual 
patients.  This  can  increase  the  work  load  for  both  Doctor  and  Nurse  alike. 
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Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  regularly  at  four  General 
Practitioners’  Surgeries  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  of  child  development, 
vaccination,  immunisation  and  advice  on  infant  feeding  and  general 
counselling.  Similar  Clinics  continue  to  be  held  in  Local  Authority 
premises  to  fill  any  gap. 

One  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  duties  is  to  help  the  family  by  offering 
advice  which  will  help  them  to  meet  their  own  needs.  Where  Specialist 
advice  is  required,  then  the  Health  Visitor  does  not  hesitate  to  put  the 
family  in  touch  with  the  appropriate  service. 

For  details  of  work  done  by  the  Health  Visitors  see  Appendix  No.  6. 

4.  Home  Nursing 

Twelve  Nursing  Sisters  combine  Home  Nursing  with  Midwifery  duties, 
while  three  Registered  General  Nurses  and  five  State  Enrolled  Nurses 
assist  the  Nursing  Sisters  with  nursing  in  the  home  and  general  work 
within  the  Doctors'  Surgeries.  The  development  of  Attachment  Schemes 
and  proposals  of  earlier  discharge  from  Hospital  is  increasing  the  Nurse’s 
responsibility  and  providing  her  with  a more  satisfying  and  interesting 
role  appropriate  to  her  qualifications. 

There  is  a general  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  nursed.  A total 
of  1,711  cases  were  attended,  involving  32,629  visits.  One  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty-six  cases  and  24,204  visits  were  to  cases  over  the 
age  of  65  years,  representing  75 i0  of  the  total  cases  and  visits  for  the 
year.  Rehabilitation  plays  an  important  part  in  the  nursing  care  of  the 
sick  and  elderly.  This  makes  a valuable  contribution  to  the  depth  of 
care  given.  Although  a time  consuming  factor,  rehabilitation  is  very 
worth  while  in  order  to  keep  the  patient  mobile  and  to  provide  him  with  a 
measure  of  independence  for  as  long  as  possible.  Some  heavy  patients 
require  the  help  of  two  Nurses  for  the  purpose  of  lifting  them  in  and 
out  of  the  bath,  making  this  procedure,  which  is  often  onerous  to  the 
patient,  more  comfortable  to  bear. 

Loan  of  equipment  is  provided  where  necessary,  and  a ripple-bed  was 
added  to  the  stock  for  nursing  terminal  and  severely  ill  patients, 

5.  Control  of  Communicable  Diseases 


Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  numbered  225  compared  with  433 
last  year.  Notifications  were  as  follows:-  Dysentery,  3;  Erysipelas,  3; 
Food  Poisoning,  1;  Jaundice,  Infective,  14;  Measles,  180;  Pneumonia, 

Acute  Influenzal,  8;  Pneumonia,  Acute  Primary,  11;  Pneumonia  (not 
otherwise  notifiable),  1;  Scarlet  Fever,  4* 

Early  in  the  New  Year,  there  was  a considerable  outbreak  of  Influenza, 
at  its  height  in  the  second  week  of  January  and  with  a secondary  peak  in 
mid-March.  Twenty  deaths,  all  in  the  elderly,  were  attributed  to 
Influenza. 

Liaison  with  the  Laboratory,  General  Practitioners „ etc. 

There  is  a twice-daily  collection  and  delivery  service  for  the 
Laboratory  at  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary.  The  Laboratory  van  calls  at 
the  Health  Department,  as  well  as  the  local  Hospitals,  early  in  the 
forenoon  and  again  early  in  the  afternoon,  for  the  delivery  of  supplies, 
Laboratory  Reports  and  the  collection  of  specimens  for  examination.  Copies 
of  all  positive  reports  on  Infections  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  About  half  the  babies  were  immunised  by  Local 
Authority  Staff  this  year  and  half  by  their  own  Doctors.  As  is  usual, 
most  of  the  school  children  were  immunised  by  the  Local  Authority  Staff. 

Of  the  children  born  in  1969 » 71 $ had  completed  a course  of  Triple 
Antigen;  70 $ were  protected  against  Poliomyelitis  and  38.29$  had  been 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox, 

Vaccination  against  Measles  recommenced  following  an  interruption  in 
supplies  of  Vaccine,  One  hundred  and  fifty-six  pre-school  children  were 
vaccinated  and  348  school  children,  a total  of  504  children. 

Figures  of  all  immunisations  carried  out  are  shown  in  Appendix  No. 8. 

Rubella  Vaccine 


It  has  been  recognised  for  some  years  that  German  Measles  occuring 
in  a pregnant  woman  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy  may  cause  abnormalities 
in  the  foetus. 

The  arrival  of  a new  vaccine  against  this  disease  was,  therefore,  welcome. 

Vaccination  was  offered  to  431  girls  bom  in  the  last  three  months  of 
1956  and  in  the  year  1957»  Three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  accepted  the 
offer  and  357  were  vaccinated  by  the  end  of  the  year.  There  were  19 
refusals  of  the  offer  and  it  is  interesting  to  speculate  how  these  parents 
could  explain  such  a negative  attitude  to  the  prevention  of  serious  defects 
in  babies. 

Influenza  Vaccine 


Influenza  Vaccine  is  advised  for  the  protection  of  persons  with 
certain  chronic  illnesses  and  for  Staff  who  are  at  special  risk  by  reason 
of  contact  with  patients  (e.g.  Doctors,  Nurses,  Home  Helps,  etc,). 

The  first  group  are,  of  course,  for  the  discretion  of  General 
Practitioners.  Of  the  second  group,  161  persons  accepted  the  offer  of 
vaccination. 

Some  industrial  firms  make  their  own  arrangements  for  the  vaccination 
of  personnel  through  their  Factory  Doctor,

9.  Health  Education 

1 Springclean  for  Safety*  - April.  The  County  took  part  in  the 
National  Campaign  to  inform  the  public  of  the  dangers  of  many  Chemicals 
(detergents,  fertilizers,  medicines,  etc.,)  in  the  household.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  the  return  of  unwanted  medicines  to  Chemists  for  disposal, 
and  a considerable  quantity  (70  lbs.)  was  collected. 

A *once-only*  effort  is  not  enough  and  people,  especially  with  children, 
should  take  steps  regularly  to  get  rid  of  all  unwanted  medicines, 

Mothercraft  Classes  for  the  expectant  mothers  continue  to  be  held 
weekly  in  Alloa,  Alva  and  Tillicoultry.  Attendances  come  from  mothers 
who  are  expecting  their  first  baby.  Many  of  these  mothers  are  working 
until  the  third  trimester  of  pregnancy  and,  therefore,  do  not  derive  the 
full  benefit  of  the  course. 

Junior  Mothercraft  is  taught  at  three  Senior  Schools  on  behalf  of 
School  Leavers,  In  Junior  Schools,  Health  Talks  are  presented  in  a 
more  informal  manner  on  matters  of  simple  hygiene,  care  of  the  teeth, 
skin  and  hair.  Extra  equipment,  in  the  form  of  film  strips,  projector 
and  flannel-graphs,  has  been  added  to  help  illustrate  talks. 

Liaison  continues  between  School  Teachers  and  Health  Visitors  on 
Health  Education  subjects  and  its  subsequent  presentation.  Supplies  of 
posters  and  leaflets  are  distributed  to  Schools  and  School  Teachers  are 
made  welcome  at  the  Department, 

A Mothers'  Club  was  opened  at  Tullibody  in  September,  1970.  The 
objective  was  to  enable  young  mothers  to  meet  for  the  promotion  of 
activities  outside  the  home  and  family.  It  was  also  thought  that  the 
formation  of  a Club  would  extend  the  activities  which  could  not  be 
covered  in  the  Child  V/elfare  Clinics.  In  such  an  atmosphere,  the  mothers 
can  gain  friendship,  support,  exchange  ideas  and  compare  problems.  Guest 
Speakers  are  invited  to  talk  on  matters  in  relation  to  emotional,  physical 
and  social  health.  The  sixteen  members  are  very  enthusiastic,  and  it  is 
hoped  more  mothers  will  come  along  in  the  future.

Vision  and  Hearing 

A Keystone  Vision  Screener  is  used  for  testing  vision,  and  an  audiometer  for 
testing  hearing. 

One  lay  member  of  staff  is  trained  in  the  use  of  both  these  instruments  and 
each  child  is  tested  for  vision  and  hearing  at  the  one  visit.  The  aim  is  to  test 
each  child  shortly  after  entry  to  school  and  every  two  years  thereafter.  Children 

are  tested  prior  to  school  medical  examinations  so  that  the  results  are  available 
to  the  examining  Doctor. 

Tables  1 and  2 show  the  number  of  children  screened  by  these  tests  and  the 
number  of  failures  in  each  age  group. 

The  audiometer  is  regularly  tested  and  overhauled  at  the  Royal  Rational 
Institute  for  the  Deaf,  Glasgow.

Although 
is  means  that  35.07%  do  not  accept  treatment  in  the  School  Service,  there  is 
idence  that  parents  of  some  of  these  children  are  stimulated  to  seek  treatment  in 
s General  Health  Service . 

In  common  with  other  Clinics  in  the  County,  this  was  a difficult  year  for 
tendances  with  "broken  appointments"  recording  the  highest  ever  total.  There  were 
d main  reasons  for  this.  Two  bus  strikes  in  December  and  March,  each  of  about  three 
pks  duration,  prevented  children  from  attending  the  Clinics,  and  there  was  also  an 
fluenza  epidemic  in  the  younger  children  with  many  schools  recording  a very  high 
te  of  absenteeism.  A few  pupils  also  used  the  strikes  and  influenza  as  excuses 
:r  not  attending,  but,  in  contrast,  some  children  with  their  parents,  walked  many 
Les  to  keep  their  appointments. 

Fluoridation:-  It  does  seem  a pity  that  a person’s  dental  health  over  a lifetime 
respective  of  oral  hygiene,  diet  and  dental  treatment,  should  depend  so  much  on  where 
or  she  is  brought  up.  In  a recent  survey  of  fifteen  year  olds,  the  children  of 
>t  Hartlepool  with  fluoridated  water  had  45%  less  decay  than  the  children  in  a 
^-fluoridated  area. 

Dental  Health:-  All  the  five  year  old  entrants  to  schools  are  provided  with  a 
ital  Health  Pack  consisting  of  a tumbler,  toothbrush  and  toothpaste.  The  cost  to 
•;  Authority  is  ,02  pence  per  pack.  For  a few  children  it  is  one  of  the  rare  intervals 
their  school  life  when  they  take  an  interest  in  oral  hygiene.  Unfortunately 
H.  Customs  and  Excise  have  now  decided  that  the  packs  are  subject  to  Purchase  Tax 
1 the  cost  will  be  doubled  in  the  future. 

Surgeries:-  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  dental  surgeries  in  the  Alloa  Health  Centre 
1 be  ready  at  an  early  date . 

Staff:-  Miss  M.  Bauchop,  Dental  Surgery  Assistant,  who  worked  for  eighteen  years, 
nly  in  the  Tillicoultry  and  Tullibody  Clinics,  retired  during  the  year.  Miss  Miller 
appointed  to  take  over  her  post. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Headmasters,  Teachers  and  Health  Visitors  has  been 
appreciated  during  the  year.

Subject 
aiatter  taught  is  care  of  skin,  hand  washing,  care  of  teeth  and  hair. 

In  the  Senior  Schools  the  approach  to  senior  children  is  more  formal  and 
tased  on  a curriculum  prepared  by  the  school  teacher. 

In  Alva,  senior  girls  are  taught  mothercraft  by  the  Health  Visitor  who  visits 
the  school  weekly.  In  addition  to  this  the  girls  visit  the  local  hospitals, 

Gowden  Park  and  the  Day  Nursery. 

In  Alloa  Academy  talks  by  the  Health  Visitor  augments  those  of  the  teachers  who 
have  planned  the  . Health  Education  Couse.  Subject  matters  taught  are  towards 
-aking  the  pupils  aware  of  their  environment  and  factors  influencing  the  breakdown 
|of  physical  and  emotional  health.  Talks  include  matters  of  nutrition,  diet  and 
obesity,  smoking,  alcoholism  and  personal  relationships. 

Film  strips  are  lent  out  to  schools  from  the  Department  and  there  are  many 
requests  for  posters  and  leaflets.

Aim.ua!  Report  “by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1970 


Millc  and  Dairies 


The  quinquennial  review  of  all  licences  issued  to  producers, 
retailers,  etc.,  was  carried  out  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a 
comprehensive  report  on  all  aspects  of  milk  production  and 
distribution  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee.  Details  were  also 
given  of  the  sampling  records  of  producers  over  the  five  year  period. 

In  the  main,  the  report  was  highly  satisfactory.  There  were 
fourteen  applications  for  producers* licences,  comprising  two  for 
Premium  milk  and  twelve  for  Standard.  This  compares  with  a total  of 
seventeen  last  yea r.  Thus  the  downward  trend  in  numbers  continued. 

A particularly  disappointing  feature  of  this,  was  that  some  of  these 
giving  up  or  considering  ceasing  production  had  only  recently 
carried  out  fairly  extensive  structural  alterations,  including  the 
installation  of  bulk  tanks. 

Twelve  producers  operate  bulk  tanks  and  of  the  remaining  two, 
one  has  submitted  plans  for  the  installation  of  a milk  line  with 
bulk  tank. 

On  considering  the  report  in  some  detail,  the  Health  Committee 
took  the  view  that  four  producers1  sampling  records  were  not  as 
satisfactory  as  they  could  be,  and  instructions  were  given  that 
these  producers  should  be  kept  under  observation,  that  the  sampling 
frequency  be  increased  and  that  a further  report  be  made  in  six 
months , 


Details  of  the  overall  sampling  position  for  the  year  are  given 
in  the  table  which  follows.  All  samples  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  are  also  screened  for  the  presence  of 
B.  Abortus,  Any  doubtful  results  are  followed  up  and  the  producers 
notified  of  the  results.  One  producers  supply  gave  some  cause  for 
concern  after  a series  of  suggestive  positive  results.  Detailed 
examinations  of  individual  cows  suspected  of  excreting  the  organism 
were  undertaken  and  the  suspect  animals  were  disposed  of. 

Premises  and  equipment  together  with  methods  continue  to  be 
supervised  by  the  Milk  Officer  whose  advice  is  readily  available  and 
which  seems  to  be  appreciated  by  the  farmers. 

Premises,  Equipment,  etc. 

In  the  main,  producers'  premises  and  those  of  retailers  can  be 
considered  to  be  good.  The  industry  still,  however,  has  real 
problems  with  milk  containers  especially  the  returnable  kind.  Glass 
bottles  are  often  deliberately  broken  by  unthinking  members  of  the 
public  causing  safety  hazards  to  motorists  and  young  children.  In 
addition,  and  even  more  serious  is  the  wilful  abuse  of  these 
containers  as  dispensers  for  a wide  range  of  liquids,  from  anti- 
freeze to  weed  killer. 

The  financial  loss  to  the  dairy  industry  from  the  actions 
described,  must  be  considerable  and  the  return  of  milk  bottles 
which  have  been  misused  presents  another  problem  in  ensuring  that 
they  are  satisfactorily  cleaned  and  sterilized.  In  many  cases, 
retailers  will  rather  destroy  a suspect  bottle  than  take  a risk 
on  it  not  being  properly  cleansed. 

It/ 
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It  would  appear  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  as  has  been 
suggested  in  previous  reports,  the  now  real  possibility  of  a five 
day  week  in  the  distributive  trade  will  present  difficulties  in 
storage  of  milk  to  the  housewife. 

Further  restriction  on  deliveries  in  the  future  seems  inevitable 
and  consideration  will  require  to  be  given  to  the  problems  associated 
with  deliveries  only  twice  or  thrice  weekly.  This  will  be  a real 
challenge  to  the  producer,  marketing  agencies  and  the  consumer. 

Finally,  it  is  pleasant  to  record  again  that  there  was  no  serious 
illness  or  disease  reported  which  could  be  attributed  to  the  milk 
supplies  in  the  area. 

Pasteurisation  Plants 


^here  are  still  two  plants  operating  in  the  County, 

The  II.T.S.T.  plant  of  the  S.C.W.3.  again  gave  good  results  and 
is  a credit  to  management  and  staff. 

Last  year  it  was  reported  that  trouble  was  experienced  with  the 
"Holder  Plant"  used  by  the  other  operator.  This  was  in  the  main  due 
to  the  plant  being  stretched  to  capacity.  Luring  the  year  a larger 
bottle  washing  plant  and  a new  oil  fired  boiler  plant  were  installed. 
It  was  also  agreed  that  the  pasteurisation  plant  should  be  replaced 
with  a more  modem  unit,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  discussions  were 
being  held  to  consider  several  such  alternatives.  Every  co-operation 
was  given  by  the  management  in  what  was  a difficult  year. 
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Food  and  Drugs  (Scotland)  Act,  1956 

A selection  of  samples  was  taken  during  the  year  comprising 
twenty  foods,  eight  spirits  and  fourteen  ice-cream.  In  addition, 
seventeen  milk  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst 
in  Edinburgh  for  analysis. 

One  informal  sample  of  sausages  failed  to  comply  with  the 
Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations,  but  an  offioial  follow  up  sample 
proved  satisfactory.  One  ice-cream  sample  failed  to  comply  with  the 
standard  required  in  relation  to  fat  content,  and  the  case  was 
reported  to  the  Procurator  Fiscal,  After  consideration  of  the  facts 
it  was  considered  that  a warning  letter  was  sufficient  and  subsequent 
samples  were  satisfactory. 


Food  Hygiene 

This  subject  again  took  up  a great  deal  of  staff  time  both  on 
inspections  and  advising  on  alterations  and  improvements.  Four 
hundred  and  ninety  three  visits  were  paid  to  premises  and  thirty 
seven  in  respect  of  food  vehicles. 

Further  improvements  to  premises  were  undertaken  during  the 
year  and  the  national  trend  towards  self  service  shops  was  apparent 
locally. 

The  retail  trade  are  now  very  conscious  of  their 
responsibilities  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  standard 
of  premises  is  very  good  indeed.  It  is  now  widely  appreciated  that 
good  premises  and  good  sales  go  hand  in  hand. 

The  advice  of  the  Department  was  sought  in  most  instances  before 
improvements  were  carried  out,  and  these  consultations  often 
produced  ideas  and  innovations  which  improved  display  techniques  and 
also  assisted  the  food  hygiene  campaign. 

Progress  in  relation  to  van  trading  was  also  noted  and  here 
again  without  much  prompting  more  modem  vehicles  of  improved  design 
gradually  cane  into  operation,  "Spot"  cheoks  of  vehicles  were 
carried  out  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure  that  the  Regulations 
were  being  complied  with,  Littla  trouble  was  experienced  from  local 
traders  but  the  11  odd"  weekend  trader  from  outwith  the  area  proved 
troublesome. 

In  all  these  developments  the  Food  and  Dairy  Offioer  of  the 
Department  played  a more  than  useful  part. 

Standards  in  worlc3  canteens,  restaurants  and  hotels  all  remain 
good.  Again  there  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  attributable  to 
food  premises  reported. 

The  public  are  now  more  inclined  to  complain  if  they  are 
dissatisfied  and  this  is  to  be  be  welcomed.  One  complaint  received 
was  of  a tin  of  health  food  found  to  contain  a metal  clip  on  the 
surface  of  the  contents.  This  was  referred  to  the  manufacturers , 
who,  after  exhaustive  checks  of  the  process  reported  they  were 
convinced  that  the  clip  was  already  in  the  can  before  processing. 

As  a result  of  this  incident,  the  firm,  who  were  grateful  for  having 
the  matter  brought  to  their  attention  have  arranged  that,  in  future, 
all  cans  would  be  inverted  before  filling  to  obviate  further 
trouble.  This  was  probably  a more  satisfactory  outcome  than  any 
other  action  that  might  have  been  contemplated. 

Several  complaints  were  received  of  foodstuffs  being  sour,  or 
having  mould  growth.  These  were  found  to  be  the  result  of  faulty 
stock  rotation,  and  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  firms 
concerned./ 
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concerned.  Previous  reports  have  recorded  similar  incidents,  and 
the  importance  of  proper  stock  rotation  especially  in  deep  freeze 
cabinets  was  continually  stressed. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  require  to  be  kept  up  to  date  on 
modem  food  manufacturing  processes,  etc.,  and  it  is,  therefore, 
gratifying  to  record  that  two  members  of  the  staff  were 
successful  in  passing  examinations  for  further  qualifications  in  this 
field  of  their  work,  viz:-

Regular  visits  to  determine  the  standard  of  food  premises  and, 
also  the  efficiency  of  the  local  authority*  s supervision  of  food 
premises  were  paid  by  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department,  Area 
Officer,  Mr,  J.  Campbell  and  his  helpful  suggestions  and  comments 
were  much  appreciated  in  this  field,  and  also,  in  relation  to  milk 
and  ice-orean  premises, 

Ice-Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1946 

Premises  are  generally  of  a high  standard  and  only  some  minor 
works  were  required  during  the  year.  There  were  no  complaints  from 
members  of  the  public,  and  apart  from  the  offence  mentioned  under 
the  heading  of  Food  and  Drugs,  there  was  no  reason  for  complaint. 

Retail  vans  showed  further  desirable  improvements  and  several 
•lder  vans  were  replaced  by  new  vehicles  during  the  year. 

Seventy  eight  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
•xamination,  and  thirty  three  failed  to  comply  with  the  recommended 
standards. 

Most  of  the  failures  could  be  attributed  to  the  level  of 
investigation  samples  taken  following  a reported  failure.  It  is  a 
pity  that  there  is  still  only  a recommended  bacteriological 
standard.  It  would  be  valuable  if  there  wa s a more  definite  one.

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Alloa Burgh  Slaughterhouses 

The  premises  which  are  -under  the  control  of  a Joint  Committee, 
are  housed  in  old  buildings,  and  renovations  are  required  to  keep  it 
in  line  with  modem  standards.  The  staff  were  faced  with  a 
difficult  task  in  attempting  to  reach  the  required  hygienic  standards 
for  such  premises. 

A detailed  statement  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  slaughterhouse 
during  the  year  is  given  in  the  table  overleaf.  There  was  a slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cattle  killed,  while  the  figures  for  sheep 
and  pigs  show  an  increase.  There  was  again  no  case  of  tuberculosis 
in  beasts  condemned,  and  in  the  main,  condemnations  wore  in  respect  of 
liver  fluke  and  casualty  animals. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  carried  out  the  duties  of  meat 
inspection  in  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent.

Six  visits  were  made  to  poultry  farms  in  the  area  under  the  above 
Act,  which  cane  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1970*  None  of  the 
farms  visited  were  using  mechanical  means  of  stunning,  and  therefore 
did  not  require  to  he  registered# 

Unsound  Food 


The  figures  show  th-t  there  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  food 
condemned  as  being  unfit  or  otherwise  unsaleable.  The  total  rose 
from  two  tons  five  hundredweights  in  1969?  to  two  tons  thirteen 
hundredweights.  In  all,  one  hundred  and  seven  visits  were  paid  in 
relation  to  unsound  food#  The  inflated  figures  were  again  due  in  part 
to  failures  in  frozen  food  oabinets  in  the  summer  months,  A large 
quantity  of  biscuits  was  condemned  after  being  contaminated  in  transit 
by  leaking  containers  of  disinfectant.  Carelessness  in  handling  still 
accounts  for  a large  proportion  of  damaged  tins. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act 

There  was  an  increase  this  year  in  the  number  of  premises 
treated  by  the  Pest  Officer,  A serious  infestation  was  discovered  at 
Westhaugh  refuse  tip,  and  this  was  referred  for  action  to  Alloa  Town 
Council,  who  employ  a private  contractor  for  rat  destruction.  The 
surrounding  area  was  dealt  with  by  the  County  authorities, 

A detailed  table  showing  the  work  carried  out  is  given  later. 

The  Pest  Officer  undertook  the  destruction  of  moles  and  other 
pests  in  open  spaces,  parks  and  other  council  properties.  The 
ready  assistance  given  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture’s  local 
officers  in  advising  on  infestations  of  rabbits  and  other  vermin 
was  greatly  appreciated.  Several  surveys  were  carried  out  by  these 
officers  who  seemed  satisfied  with  the  Council’s  arrangements. 

Little  of  practical  worth  was  aohieved  in  the  destruction  of 
feral  pigeons  in  urban  areas  of  the  County,  Suggested  methods  of 
dealing  with  these  pests  were  considered  to  be  illegal,  dangerous, 
costly,  and  not  worth  the  effort  and  a really  satisfactory  solution 
has  still  to  be  found.

Infectious  Diseases 


There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  during  the  year*  Only  eight 
visits  of  investigation,  wore  made,  a record  low.  One  disinfection 
was  carried  out  following  removal  of  a patient  to  hospital. 

Nuisances 


Throe  hundred  and  one  visits  wore  paid  to  investigate 
complaints  under  this  heading*  The  complaints  consisted  of  foul 
odours,  various  defects  in  houses  including  drains,  sewers  and  many 
other  miscellaneous  items. 

The  majority  of  nuisances  were  put  right  quickly  on  being 
brought  to  the  attention  of  those  responsible. 

Refuse  Collection 


The  incentive  bonus  scheme  introduced  in  November,  19^9 > 
continued  during  the  year,  and  with  some  adjustments  operated  fairly 
well.  Three  crew3  of  three  men  and  four  vehicles  operated  a relay 
system.  In  the  operation  of  this  system  it  is  essential  that 
vehicle  maintenance  must  be  of  a high  order  as  any  breakdown  can 
seriously  affect  the  service. 

Prom  figures  taken  out  during  the  year  the  Council* s 
Management  Consultants  showed  a substantial  saving  on  costs,  but  the 
figures  are  difficult  to  relate  as  they  combine  saving  in  manpower 
costs  with  projected  figures  for  productivity  duo  to  increased 
loads,  etc. 

It  became  evident  at  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  that 
because  of  further  housing  developments  in  the  area,  the  scheme  as 
introduced  would  require  to  be  renewed,  and  the  work  load  reassessed, 
A cautionary  note  to  this  effect  was  introduced  when  the  original 
scheme  was  under  consideration,  but  this  was  found  at  the  time  to  be 
unacceptable,  which  is  a matter  for  regret,  in  view  of  the  major 
overhaul  of  the  scheme  which  will  be  necessary  shortly. 

The  figures  for  lost  days  through  illness  or  absenteeism  was 
reduced  from  one  thousand  six  hundred  days  last  year  to  one  thousand 
seventeen  days,  which  in  view  of  incentive  conditions  is 
disappointing. 


Street  Sweeping 

This  aspect  of  the  Cleansing  Department  service  caused  some 
concern  during  the  year.  The  service  suffered  during  winter  by  the 
necessity  to  maintain  the  refuse  collection  squad  complement. 

Delivery  was  taken  during  the  year  of  two  electric  manually 
operated  trucks,  one  based  in  Tullibody  and  one  in  Sauchie,  These 
trucks  with  a throe  man  crew,  operated  well,  and  were  accepted  by  the 
sweepers.  The  Work  Study  Consultants  were  nearing  completion  of  their 
study  on  this  service.  It  is  hoped  that  an  incentive  scheme  will  be 
introduced  early  in  the  New  Year, 

This  scheme  is  long  overdue  and  the  failure  to  have  it  in 
operation  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  refuse  collection,  was  due  to 
a combination  of  circumstances. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  Landward  area  of  the  County  and  Alva  Burgh  still  shared 
the  use  of  Alloa  Town  Council’s  tip  at  Westhaugh,  near  Alva, 

Complaints  wore  received  during  the  year  about  conditions  at  this  tip 
and/ 
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and  these  were  mainly  justified*  The  site  is  difficult  to  control 
and  should  the  face  of  the  tip  go  on  fire  the  resultant  snoke  causes 
a nuisance  to  the  residents  in  Alva,  The  tip  is  open  to 
vandalism  and  is,  with  the  increasing  bulk  and  the  changing  nature  of 
refuse,  a problem  to  the  operators. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  the  County  area,  tipping  is  no 
longer  an  acceptible  form  of  disposal  and  the  proposed  construction 
of  an  incineration  plant  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  sewage 
sludge  for  the  combined  County  authorities  is  welcomed.  It  is  hoped 
that  such  a plant  will  be  in  operation  on  the  site  chosen  at 
Forthbank,  Alloa  in  1973* 

Given  the  acceptance  and  necessity  of  such  a scheme  by  the 
various  authorities  they  might  now  again  consider  that  an  integrated 
form  of  refuse  collection  should  be  the  next  development  of  the 
cleansing  services. 

An  approach  to  the  various  local  authorities  on  this  met  with  a 
nixed  reception  and  it  is  a natter  for  regret  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  was  no  unanimity  on  the  proposal. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  by  the  Department  in  tre,cing 
those  responsible  for  the  indiscriminate  damping  of  refuse.  This 
varied  from  garden  refuse  to  parts  of  cars,  old  cookers,  etc. 

Dumping  took  place  near  the  less  frequented  roads  and  was  obviously 
transported  there.  The  co-operation  of  the  police  was  sought,  but 
there  was  little  suocess  in  catching  the  offenders,  some  of  the 
dumping  was  taking  place  during  the  hours  of  darkness*  There  is 
no  need  to  deface  the  oountryside  in  this  way  as  all  the  local 
authorities  in  the  area  provide  an  adequate  service  for  this  type  of 
refuse. 


Public  Conveniences 


The  Department  is  responsible  for  five  conveniences  in  the 
Landward  area.  These  premises  are  still  the  target  for  vandals. 
Repairs  to  the  fabric  are  being  constantly  carried  out.  The  street 
sweepers,  who  are  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  these  premises 
beoome  disheartened  when  they  find,  particularly  at  the  weekends, 
senseless  acts  of  vandalism. 


Water  Supplies 

All  supplies  in  the  area  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Mid-Scotland  Water  Board,  Alloa  is  served  from  Gartmom  reservoir, 
Sauchie,  and  the  supply  is  controlled  by  a modem  plant  opened  a few 
years  ago.  The  towns  of  Alva  and  Tillicoultry  are  fed  from  their 
existing  hillside  supplies.  Additional  storage  for  Alva  is  under 
construction.  Dollar  has  a combined  supply,  in  that  the  lower  part 
of  the  tom  ia  fed  from  the  Castle  bum  tank,  while  the  higher 
part  is  linked  to  the  high  pressure  Loch  Turret  main,  via  the 
Dollarbank  tank.  The  Landward  area  of  the  County  is  supplied  by  the 
Turret  link  main,  with  storage  tanks  at  Lipney  and  Caimsmuir, 

Only  a few  complaints  about  the  quality  of  the  supplies,  were 
reoeived  and  these  mostly  conoemod  * brownish1  water,  which  usually 
followed  mains  scouring.  The  Board  gave  prompt  attention  to  the 
complaints  passed  to  then. 

Eighty  three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Seventy  one  were  reported  satisfactory,  three 
suspicious,  and  nine  unsatisfactory,  A further  seven  samples 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis  were  satisfactory. 
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In  addition,  eighteen  chemical  samples  were  also  taken  as  a 
natter  of  interest,  from  older  houses  with  lead  piped  supplies.  The 
suggested  maxinun  permitted  quantity  of  lead  acceptable  in  any  supply 
is  0.1  parts  per  million  hut,  the  level  recommended  by  the  World 
Health  Organisation  is  only  0.05  parts  per  million.  Several  of  the 
samples  exceeded  this  standard,  and  it  was  considered  that,  a 
reduction  in  the  acidity  of  the  water  could  assist  lowering  the  lead 
content.  The  Mid-Scotland  Water  Board  were  hoping  to  increase  the 
pH  value  of  supplies  by  the  addition  of  line.  Further  samples  will 
be  taken  after  this  has  been  done.

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Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  two  in  use  in  the  area,  one  in  Alloa  Burgh  and  the 
other  in  Alva*  It  was  found  necessary  unfortunately,  during  the  year 
to  close  the  Alloa  Baths  to  allow  works  of  repair  to  he  carried  out. 
In  Alva  the  Baths  were  also  closed,  But  for  only  a few  weeks,  to 
allow  a major  overhaul  of  the  Boiler  plant. 

Both  premises  are  well  looked  after  and  maintained  in  a good 
oondition,  and  are  much  enjoyed  and  used  By  the  public. 

In  addition  to  these  public  Baths,  the  swimming  pool  at 
Lomshill  Academy  was  put  into  use  during  the  year,  and  regular 
sampling  of  the  pool  water  will  Be  undertaken  here  as  la  the  other 
Baths, 

Three  Bacteriological  samples  of  pool  water,  and  one  chemical 
sample,  were  taken  from  Alloa,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory,  while 
a further  seven  samples  from  Alva  were  all  satisfactory,  except  one. 

Housing 

T he  Department  acts  for  the  five  authorities  in  the  area  in 
respect  of  this  function,  A considerable  amount  of  staff  time  was 
taken  up  By  physical  surveys  for  authorities  to  determine  the  number 
of  houses  failing  to  comply  with  the  ‘Tolerable1  standard  laid  down 
in  the  1969  Housing  Act,  The  survey  for  the  Landward  area  was 
nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  was  that  for  Alloa 
Burgh, 

The  indications  were  that  some  two  hundred  and  eighty  of  the 
houses  in  the  Landward  area  would  fail  the  standard,  But  of  that 
number, eighty  seven  failed  only  in  respect  of  location  of  kitchen 
or  Bathroom,  This  is  considered  to  Be  a fairly  satisfactory 
situation  and  discussions  with  interested  parties  were  planned  to  Be 
held  early  in  the  new  year,  to  consider  what  action  was  called  for, 
in  relation  to  houses  failing  the  standard. 

The  position  in  Alloa  Burgh  is  such  that  for  various  reasons  a 
larger  proportion  of  houses  could  fail  the  standard  and  this 
situation  was  under  active  consideration  By  the  Town  Council  at  the 
time  of  writing.  It  is  estimated  that  about  five  hundred  houses  will 
fail  to  comply  with  the  ‘Tolerable*  standard, 

Alva,  Tillicoultry  and  Dollar  Burghs  also  have  houses  failing 
the  standard,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a physical  survey  can  Be 
undertaken  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  to  arrive  at  an  accurate 
figure  for  these  areas.  At  the  moment,  however,  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Burgh  Surveyors  of  these  towns  a fairly 
accurate  assessment  can  Be  made  of  the  position.  The  number  of 
houses  which  it  is  considered  do  not  meet  the  standard  is 
estimated  at  one  hundred  and  forty  six  for  Alva,  and,  one  hundred 
and  thirty  nine  for  Tillicoultry, 

The  number  of  such  houses  in  Dollar  although  probably  small, 
will  require  to  Be  defined  By  a physical  survey  also. 

In  general  the  real  problems  to  Be  faced  up  to  in  connection 
with  houses  Below  the  ‘Tolerable*  standard,  will  in  the  main,  Be  in 
relation  to  tenemental  type  properties.  The  several  authorities 
have  Been  warned  of  this,  and  should  Be  alive  to  the  position  even 
to  the  point  of  having  to  take  action  for  improvement  or  demolition 
in  a number  of  oases. 


Qualification  Certificates 

Five  applications  were  received  for  qualification  certificates 
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in  terms  of  the  1969  Act  in  the  Landward  area.  One  was  rejected  on 
the  grounds  of  dampness  on  the  walls  of  the  house.

Improvement  Grants 


The  number  of  discretionary  and  standard  grants  approved  was 
small.  It  would  seem  that  house  owners  are  somewhat  reluctant  to  take 
advantage  of  the  help  offered,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  greater 
publicity,  together  with  the  proposed  increase  in  grants,  that  this 
may  prove  an  incentive.  The  application  of  the  •tolerable*  standard 
by  authorities  should  persuade  more  house  owners  to  take  advantage 
of  this  scheme.

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Drainage 

No  serious  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  The 
Bowhouse  Joint  Drainage  Committee's  plans  for  a new  sewage  works  at 
Forthbank  were  well  advanced,  and  construction  of  the  first  stage  was 
underway. 

The  Committee's  staff  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  Smail,  Burgh 
Surveyor.  Alloa,  maintained  a regular  service  for  clearing  choked 
sewers,  gully  emptying,  etc.,  and  as  usual  there  was  a close  liaison 
with  this  Department. 

Those  parts  of  the  Landward  area  not  served  hy  the  Joint 
Committee  were  dealt  with  by  the  Department,  and  this  required  attention 
to  the  cleaning  out  of  septic  tanks  at  Lower  Mains,  Dollar,  and 
Forestmill.  In  addition,  twenty  five  choked  sewers  were  cleared  and, 
works  were  carried  out  to  the  Coalsnaughton  sewer  at  Devonside  to 
alleviate  flooding  in  that  area. 

Plans  were  well  advanced  for  the  much  needed  now  sewage  disposal 
plant  for  Tillicoultry  and  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside.  Once  this 
scheme  is  a reality,  there  will  be  little  real  pollution  of  the  River 
Devon  and  this  coupled  with  other  measures  in  recent  years  should 
encourage  greatly,  fish  life  in  the  river.  Indeed  there  are  already 
signs  that  this  is  happening. 

Dollar  Town  Council  are  still  considering  the  replacement  of 
their  sewage  farm  by  a modem  disposal  works,  and  the  indications  are 
that  this  could  well  be  combined  with  an  improved  disposal  system 
for  Lower  Mains,  Dollar. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  two  areas  in  the  County  covered  by  smoke  control  orders, 
viz,,  the  township  of  Tullibody  and  part  of  the  western  district  of 
Alloa  comprising  mainly  the  housing  developments  of  Fairyburn  and 
Inglewood  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

Some  anxiety  was  felt  about  the  probable  shortage  of  smokeless 
fuel  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  but  in  the  event  there  was  little 
real  difficulty  in  supply. 

Observations  showed  that  the  majority  of  householders  were 
using  smokeless  fuel,  but  a few  were  still  using  coal.  The  fuel 
industry  as  such  gave  whole  hearted  co-operation  in  ensuring  that 
only  smokeless  fuel  was  delivered  but,  as  with  the  few  members  of  the 
public  who  were  not  prepared  to  conform,  so  too  were  one  or  two  coal 
merchants.  Some  of  these  were  of  the  "fly  by  night"  variety  who 
wore  prepared  to  deliver  coal  in  the  late  evening  and  weekends. 

These  operators  apparently  considered  that  the  Department 
operated  a strict  five  day  working  week,  but  their  operations  did 
not  go  unheeded.  The  local  authorities  responsible  expressed  their 
displeasure  at  these  operators  and  while  no  formal  action  was  taken 
a remit  was  given  to  the  Department  to  report  any  fuel  supplier 
offending  the  Act,  by  delivering  coal,  and  in  the  forthcoming  year 
any  supplier  who  flaunts  the  law  could  be  prosecuted. 

Future  developments  of  smoke  control  areas  were  inhibited 
because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  solid  smokeless  fuel  position 
but  it  is  expected  that  once  this  and  the  financial  position  has 
stabilized  somewhat,  further  progress  will  be  made  as  in  the 
declared  policy  of  most  authorities  in  the  area. 

Two  interesting  features  appear  worth  mentioning  on  the 
household  front,  following  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  orders. 
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1.  There  has  "been  a considerable  increase  in  the  nunber  of 
owners  who  have  had  stone  fronted  buildings  cleaned 
and  with  remarkable  results. 

2*  The  noticeable  fact  that  the  central  area  of  Alloa  is 
often  free  from  fog  in  winter  while  streets  only  a 
hundred  yards  away  are  difficult  to  negotiate.  This 
area  particularly  Mill  Street  and  Bank  Street,  is  not 
subject  to  an  Order  as  yet,  and  is  comprised  largely  of 
commercial  properties,  etc.,  which  use  smokeless  fuel. 

Could  the  absence  of  fog  be  a co-incidence  or  due  to 
the  use  of  smokeless  fuel.  This  feature  has  been 
observed  for  some  years  now  in  winter  and  long  before 
smoke  control  areas  were  in  operation. 

On  the  industrial  front,  few  complaints  were  received.  Industrialists 
in  the  main  were  acutely  aware  of  their  responsibilities  and  of  course 
smoke  to  them  is  so  much  money,  literally,  "up  the  chimney". 

One  complex  of  chimneys  of  an  industry  in  Alloa  caused  some 
complaints  relating  mainly  to  fumes.  This  was  directly  due  to  the 
siting  of  the  premises  in  relation  to  houses  and  surrounding 
buildings  together  with  several  low  level  discharges.  Plans  for 
another,  much  higher  chimney  for  the  factory  should  assist  in 
solving  this  problem.  Every  co-operation  has  been  given  by  the 
Management  of  the  premises,  who  have  over  the  years  built  several 
new  chimneys  of  increased  height  and  they  have  also  given  an 
assurance  that  the  remaining  low  level  stack  will  soon  be  replaced. 

Several  other  conversions  to  oil  and  plans  for  new  premises 
resulted  in  chimneys  conforming  to  the  minimum  height  regulations.  In 
all  cases  there  was  little  difficulty  in  securing  the  agreement  of 
management  to  suggested  chimney  heights  despite  the  fact  that  large 
sums  of  money  were  often  involved. 

Close  contact  was  maintained  with  the  Chemical  Inspectorate  of 
the  Scottish  Development  Department  whose  Area  Officer,  Mr.  P,  Pride, 
was  always  available  for  consultation  and  advice  on  the  several 
difficult  technical  problems,  which  arose  during  the  year.  This  close 
relationship  helped  the  Department  considerably.

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Offices,  .Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  three  hundred  and  fifty  nine  registered  premises  in  the 
several  local  authority  areas*  Inspections  were  made  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  premises  for  the  specific  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  necessitating  one  hundred  and  forty  nine  visits.  This 
number  could,  however,  be  increased  considerably  as  during  visits 
to  premises  for  other  reasons  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  kept  in 
mind* 


It  was  found  that  ninety  two  of  the  premises  visited  complied 
with  the  required  standards.  In  the  remaining  cases  contraventions 
noted  were  mainly  of  a minor  nature,  such  as  the  failure  to  display 
notices,  the  lack  of  suitable  first  aid  boxes,  etc. 

Seven  accidents  were  reported,  but  on  investigation,  it  was  found 
that  no  further  action  was  necessary.  It  is  difficult  to  believe, 
however,  that  there  were  onljr  seven  reportable  accidents  during  the 
year  and  both  employee  and  employer  should  be  aware  of  their 
responsibilities  and  rights  in  this  connection. 

Discreet  questioning  of  employees  revealed  that  they  seemed 
unaware  of  the  safeguards  which  are  built  into  the  Act  for  their 
benefit.  Why  this  essential  knowledge,  relating  as  it  does  to  health, 
welfare  and  safety,  should  be  lacking  is  difficult  to  understand,  and 
it  may  well  be  that  the  employees  representatives  might  take  a closer 
interest  in  the  subject. 

Details  of  the  premises  and  visits  paid  are  given  in  the  tables 
overleaf  in  respect  of  all  the  authorities  in  the  area. 
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DISINFESTATION 


Seventy  seven  visits  were  paid  on  the  request  of  complainers 
under  this  heading*  There  were  no  complaints  of  tne  presence  of  insects 
related  to  disease,  a remarkable  transformation  from  the  position  in 
the  pre-war  years,  when  hugs,  fleas,  lice,  etc*,  were  in  some  areas 
almost  accepted  as  the  tnorm1. 

Complaints  during  the  year  covered  a wide  field,  e.g.  Insects 
eating  valuable  wool  in  storage;  the  presence  of  insects  in  bulk  food 
supplies;  wasps,  earwigs,  ants,  slugs,  spiders,  flies,  etc.  The 
emphasis  has  therefore  shifted  from  insects  which  cause  disease  to 
those  which  are  a nuisance  to  the  householder. 

The  Department  are  now  apparently  expected  to  deal  with  any 
infestation  whether  of  public  health  significance  or  not.  It  is 
difficult  to  refuse  to  act  in  these  circumstances  and  it  has  always 
been  the  view  of  the  Department  and  the  Health  Committee,  that  where 
possible  every  assistance  should  be  given.  Such  help  could,  however, 
be  of  only  limited  use  without  the  assistance  of  the  Entomology  and 
Zoology  Departments  of  the  West  of  Scotland  Agriculture  College,  who 
as  in  former  years  gave  their  services  free  and  willingly  in  the 
identification  of  "difficult"  insect  specimens.  Their  help  was 
invaluable  and  much  appreciated. 

Noise  Abatement 


Few  complaints  were  made  under  this  heading  and  these  were  made 
mainly  by  shift  workers,  who  found  difficulty  in  sleeping  during  the 
day,  because  of  general  traffic  noise,  including  vendors  sounding 
horns,  blowing  whistles,  etc.,  to  attraot  customers  attention.  Under 
present  legislation  there  was  little  that  could  be  done  unfortunately 
in  these  circumstances. 

Such  complaints  are  not,  however,  to  be  dismissed  lightly.  The 
amount  of  noise  which  the  public  has  now  to  suffer  is  generally  too 
high,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  in  future  years  the  subject 
will  warrant  more  than  a few  lines  of  narrative  in  this  Report. 

Caravan  Sites 


The  residential  site  at  Tullibody  continued  to  operate  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  Approval  was  given  and  work  was  progressing  in 
the  establishment  of  another  caravan  site  at  Dollar, 

Several  visits  had  to  be  made  to  people  using  unlicensed  sites 
for  longer  than  the  permitted  period.  Some  of  the  lay-byes  in  the 
County  were  used  for  overnight  stops,  but  generally  the  users  seem 
to  have  been  careful  not  to  create  any  nuisance  conditions. 

Few  travelling  people  are  to  be  found  in  the  County,  and  those 
who  did  camp,  only  did  so  for  short  periods. 

Health  Education 


Talks  and  film  shows  were  given  to  various  groups  during  the 
year  and  these  seemed  to  be  appreciated.  In  addition,  the  Department 
was  invited  to  assist  schools  with  part  of  the  syllabus  in  relation 
to  certificate  classes  in  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Health,  To 
reinforce  classroom  work  by  teachers  of  the  subjects,  arrangements 
were  made  for  pupils  to  be  taken  toviev  premises  dealt  with  in  the 
course. 


Fertiliser  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act 

Six  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  above  Act,  and 
were  reported  genuine.

Full  details  of  inspections  carried  out  under  the  x\ct  are  given 
in  the  tables  which  follow.  No  serious  contraventions  were  noted,  and 
any  minor  defects  were  quickly  attended  to.  Close  contact  was 
maintained  with  the  local  Factory  Inspector.
